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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tinari et al. (3,650,231 ). The patent to Tinari et al. discloses a sewing machine 
comprising a cylinder bed (the cylindrical drum 14, fig. 2) that functions as a bed for 
supporting the work material) extending in a predetermined direction; a cloth holding 
frame 18a, 18b, 18c, 46, fig.1 for holding a work cloth; a moving member 20, 22 
supporting the cloth holding frame and moved in the predetermined direction; and a 
guiding member 50, fig. 2 provided in the cylinder bed for guiding the moving member 
so that the moving member is moved in the predetermined direction. The cloth holding 
frame is pivotally supported on the moving member about the axis defined by the 
longitudinal extent of the guiding member 50. Drive motor "D", fig. 2 provides the force 
necessary to enable pivotal movement about this axis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Claims 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-6 are allowed because claim 1 specifically requires a cylinder bed 
extending in a predetermined direction and accommodating a shuttle and a shuttle shaft 
for driving the shuttle, and a moving member for supporting a cloth holding frame, the 
moving member being guided by the shuttle shaft. 

Claims 9-1 1 are allowable because claim 9 specifically requires a rotation limiting 
member for limiting the rotation of the moving member relative to the shuttle shaft. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that blades 1 8a-1 8c are not material supporting 
members. However, the cuff is inserted over the narrow ends of the blades (col. 2, lines 
64-65). Blades 1 8a-1 8c support the material and therefore are material supporting 
members. The applicant admits that disks 20, 22 support 18a-18c and are mounted on 
an axially movable shaft. The examiner asserts that because the discs are moveable 
(col. 2, lines 65-69) that they are moving members supporting the cloth holding frame 
and moved in the predetermined direction. The applicant admits that the drive unit "D" 
drives shaft 50 which in turn drives members 20 and 22. The examiner asserts that "D" 
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drives the moving members in the predetermined direction. The claim is consistent with 
the specification in terms of a predetermined direction.
